Dr. M C. Ransden of Chicago, chair 
mas of this committee, made Ms re­ 
port recommending that alt reference* 
to secret societies he stricken from th# 
creed.

"We do not propose to approve of 
secret societies by adoption of this 
amendment and the proposition ex­ 
pressly says so," said Rev. Mr. Appell 
of Peoria.

church Is an Institution of grace and, 
therefore, must not exclude any moral 
or reputable person."
